Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on October 6, 2004, has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 13 and 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "said third side" in line 2. No "third side" has been recited 
in claim 3, from which claim 13 depends. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "said first and second sides" in line 2. No "first and 
second sides" have been recited in claim 3, from which claim 15 depends. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 -4, 8- 1 0 and 1 2- 1 8 are allowed. 

4. See reasons for allowance stated August 9, 2004. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicants arguments filed October 6, 2004, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. On page 6, Applicant argues "Regarding claims 13 and 15, the first, second and third 
sides are recited in claim 1". The Examiner has considered this argument thoroughly and agrees 
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that first, second and third sides are recited in claim 1; however, claims 13 and 15 do not depend 
from claim 1 . 

No "third side" has been recited in claim 3, from which claim 13 depends. No "first and 
second sides" have been recited in claim 3, from which claim 15 depends. Applicant is advised 
to rewrite the dependent claims, or to rewrite independent claim 3, or to change the dependency 
of the dependent claims.
